They have heard 
them to o many times. And with all due ivspeet to the 
Safety Co uncil, it is do ubtful that even if the remaining 
19 to 22 stales passed all these laws there wo uld he 
any startling change in the dismal statistics. 
These things must tie do ne, o f eo ucse. plus the 
co nstant impro vement o f auto mo bile and highway 
design. Rut no t until an effo rt is made to impro ve the 
quality o f }**o ple driving cars, no significant decrease 
in the traffic to ll ran realistically he extie<*ted. 
Numero us studies have sho wn that a high percent­ 
age o f accident-causers have serio us emo tio nal pro b­ 
lems. 
Acco rding to the American J o urnal o f Psy chiatry , 
pei-so nality traits and attitudes o f high-accident drivers 
are diffo i'o nt fro m the rest o f the imputatio n. Psy cho ­ 
lo gical-so cio lo gical testing co uld separate go o d drivers 
fro m bad o nes and save tho usands o f lives by keeping 
emo tio nally unfit drivers fro m behind the wheel, it 
claims. 
A co mpariso n between the so cial i*eco rds o f 96 acci­ 
dent repeaters and 100 accident-free drivers by the 
Ontario Department o l Highway s is revealing. (Figures 
fo r the accident-fi'ee drivers are in Rtarentheses.) 
Tro uble with credit bureau—94.3 |>er cent (6 per 
cent); co ntact with so cial service agencies—17.7 i» er 
cent (1 per cent); co ntact with public health and VD 
clinic— 14.4 per cent (0 |>er cent); adult co urt, exclud­ 
ing traffic charges—91.9 jier tent (1 }er cent >; juvenile 
co urt— 16.6 per cent (1 per cent). 
Truly it may be said that a man drives as he lives,” 
savs the jo urnal, ‘i f his perso na] life is marked by 
cautio n, to lerance, fo resight and co nsideratio n fo r 
o thers, then he will drive in the same manner.” 
But the pci's o n witho ut tho se characteristics will
